SUBJECT: Supernumerary Teeth 

Effective for dates of service on and after October 13, 2003, Arkansas Medicaid will 
use a new enumeration system to identify supernumerary teeth in children and 
adults.  The system has been devised by the American Dental Association in 
compliance with the Health Insurance Portability and Accountability Act (HIPAA).  It 
will include a numbering system to identify permanent supernumerary teeth and an 
alpha arrangement to identify deciduous supernumerary teeth. 
 
Valid values for regular permanent teeth will continue to be 1 through 32.  Numbers 
51 through 82 will indicate supernumerary permanent teeth. 
 
Alphas A through T will be shown for regular deciduous teeth.  AS through TS will 
indicate supernumerary deciduous teeth. 
 
The revised tooth numbering system charts, used when completing the ADA Claim 
Form, are included and labeled as Attachments A and B.
